’Pissed Away At 11:30 O'Clock 
This Forenoon. 


WAS OUT RIDING YESTERDAY. 


^rv e d Three Terms A s Mayor of Se< 


dalia During His Residence of 
29 Years Here. 


Capt. E. W. Stev ens, a resident o f 


Sedalia fo r twenty -nine y ears, and 
fo r th ree terms may o r o f th e city , 
died at h is h o me, 210 So u th Quincy 
av enu e, at 11:30 o ’clo ck th is fo reno o n, 
o f diabetes, aged almo st 59 y ears. 
Capt. Stev ens h ad no t been in go o d 
h ealth fo r sev eral mo nth s, and o nly 
a fo rtnigh t ago h e went to Ex celsio r 
Springs, in th e h o pe th at h e wo uld 
be benefited by th e waters th ere. 
He was taken wo rse, h o wev er, and 
came h o me th e nigh t o f th e seco nd 
day , since wh ich time h e h ad gro wn 
gradu ally weaker, in co nsequ ence o f 
wh ich relativ es and friends realized 
th at th e end was no t far distant. 
Yesterday Capt. Stev ens was able 
to go o u t driv ing fo r a sh o rt time, and 
o n retu rning h o me h e stated th at h e 
felt so mewh at refresh ed. 
Abo u t 8 
o ’clo ck p. m. h e was seized with ano th ­ 
er sinking spell, and fro m th at time fo r 
ward h e was co nscio u s o nly at inter­ 
v als, passing away at th e h o u r stated 
with o u t a stru ggle. 
Capt. Stev ens was bo rn at Westo n, 
Platte co u nty , Misso u ri, Octo ber 20, 
18 46, and spent 
h is bo y h o o d day s 
th ere and at Parkv ille, wh ere h is fa­ 
th er was engaged in merch andising. 
Wh en a y o u ng man Capt. Stev ens 
remo v ed to Kansas City , wh ere h e re­ 
mained u ntil 18 73, engaging ex tensiv e­ 
ly in th e h o rse and mu le bu siness. 
It was in Jackso n co u nty th at Capr- 
Stev ens earned h is military title, k 
co mpany o f y o u ng Co nfederates was 
o rganized th ere, and h e w’as elected 
to co mmand it. Many o f th e members 
o f th is co mpany were killed in battle, 
and with th e death o f Capt. Stev ens 
to day o nly fiv e no w su rv iv e. 
Remo v ing to S t IjOiiis fro m Kansas 
City in 18 73, Capt. Stev ens remained 
th ere u ntil 18 76, wh en h e came to S> 
dalia, and h ere h e h ad resided co ntin­ 
u o u sly since, no resident o f th e city 
being h eld in h igh er esteem. 
Capt. Stev ens serv ed six y ears a« 
may o r o f Sedalia, h is first electio n o c- j 
cu rring in 18 8 6—th e y ear o f th e big 
strike o n th e Go uld sy stem, fo llo wing 
a smaller labo r tro u ble th e prev io u s 
•y ear. 
On March 6,18 8 6, th e o rder to strike 
came, and in a few day s traffic h ad 
beco me su spended, tra ^ s were tied no 
and lawlessness was rife. 
Capt. Ste­ 
v ens was o ne o f th e o riginato rs o f th e 
famo u s Law and Order leagu e and be­ 
came its president. His wo rk in h elp­ 
ing to break th e strike and resto re 
bu siness to Its no rmal co nditio n made 
h im o ne o f th e mo st po pu lar men in 
th e city . 
His administratio ns are still regard­ 
ed as among th e best Sedalia h as ev er 
h ad. 
Fo r many y ears h e was 
at th e 
h ead o f th e Pettis co u nty fair, wh en 
Jh at institu tio n enjo y ed a great repu ­ 
tatio n, and th ere was nev er an enter­ 
prise inau gu rated fo r th e welfare o f 
th e city th at did no t find h im in th e 
front rank, pu sh ing it fo rward to su c­ 
cess. 
Capt. Stev ens was baptized as a 
Presby terian. He was twice married, 
h is first wife being Miss Ella Ran­ 
do lph , to wh o m h e was wedded 
in 
Kansas City in 18 67.

Young Woman Met Her Death At

A DAUGHTER DF FRANK KELL. 


W as Employed as a Stenographer In 


S t Louis— The Burial to Take

Frank Kell, liv ing at 
1318 East 
Th ird street, receiv ed a telegram last 
midnigh t, apprising h im o f th e death 
by accident o f h is dau gh ter, Miss Jo ­ 
seph ine Kell, in St. Lo uis, and stating 
th at th e remains wo uld be bro u gh t 
h ere to day fo r bu rial. 
Th e message 
was fro m 
ano th er 
dau gh ter. Miss Jennie, wh o liv es with 
h er sister, Mrs. Lillie Co o l, 3610 Co t­ 
tage av enu e, St. Lo uis, as did also th e 
y o u ng wo man wh o lo st h er life, bu t no 
particu lars o f th e fatal mish ap were 
giv en. 
Th e St. Lo u is Repu blic o f th is mo ni- 
ing h ad th e fo llo wing in regard to th e 
accident th at co st Miss Kell h er life: 


"Mexican Pete" Leaves Town.

3136 Lawto n av enu e, was stru ck 
and instantly killed by two freigh t 
cars late y esterday afterno o n o n h er 
way h o me fro m wo rk. 
Th e 
y o ung 
w'o man was emplo y ed as a steno gra­ 
ph er at th e Banner Buggy co mpany at 
th e fo o t o f Ru tger street. 
•‘Sh e left th e o ffice sh o rtly aftqr 5 
o ’clo ck, and, in cro ssing 
th e Iro n 
Mo u ntain tracks at Main and Ru tger 
streets, h ad su cceeded in cro ssing o ne 
o f th e side tracks all righ t, and was 
cro ssing ano th er track 
wh en 
two 
freigh t cars th at h ad been “kicked” 
do wn th e track by an engine cau gh t 
h er, and bo th cars passed o v er h er. 
Th e badly mangled bo dy was remo v ed 
to th e mo rgu e. 
“Miss Kell h ad beeen emplo y ed at 
th e bu ggy facto ry fo r so me time, and 
was well liked. It was cu sto mary fo r 
h er to cro ss th e tracks at th e po int 
wh ere sh e met h er death . Yesterday 
wh en sh e left th e o ffice sh e started 
o u t alo ne, and h er fello w-emplo y es ar­ 
riv ed at th e cro ssing ju st after th e 
accident.” 


Miss Kell was a gradu ate o f Hill’s 
bu siness co llege and h ad been em­ 
plo y ed in St. Lo u is a little less th an 
a y ear. Sh e was an u nu su ally brigh t 
and intelligent y o u ng wo man, and th e 
news o f h er demise w^as so rro wfu lly 
receiv ed by a legio n o f Sedalia friends 
wh o h ad kno wn h er fro m infancy .

leav es fo u r bro th ers, 
th ree sisters, 
th ree stepsisters and o ne stepbro th er, 
Mr. James A. Kell, wh o is fo reman o f 
th e Demo crat’s press ro o m. 
Th e fu neral arrangements h av e no t 
been perfected, no r will th ey be u ntil 
th e arriv al o f th e remains fro m St. 
Lo uis.

Steps Taken By ttie City Coun­ 
cil Last Night. 


THERE WAS ND DISCUSSIDN. 


All Of the City Fathers Were Present 


With the Exception of Alder­ 
man P. G. Stafford. 


An adjo u rned sessio n o f th e city 
co u ncil was h eld at 7:40 o ’clo ck last 
nigh t. May o r J. L. Babco ck presided, 
and all o f th e aldermen were present 
with th e ex ceptio n o f Alderman Staf­ 
fo rd. 
Th e co u ncil ch amber was well filled 
with an au dience cf represencativ e 
citizens, wh o are interested in th e bet­ 
terment o f th e publV- u tilities, and 
were desiro u s o f listening to th e pro ­ 
ceedings o f th e impo rtant sessio n. 
After dispo sing o f a small qu antity 
o f regu lar bu siness, City Clerk C. E. 
Baker read th e reso lu tio n pro v iding 
fo r th e fo rfeitu re o f th e franch ises o f 
th e co mpanies fu rnish ing gas, ligh t 
and street railway serv ice. 
Th e res­ 
o lu tio ns were read o ne at a time, and 
each was ado pted, with o u t discu ssio n, 
by th e u nanimo u s v o te o f th e alder­ 
men present. 
Th e reso lu tio ns stated th at th e co m­ 
panies h ad failed and refu sed to co m­ 
ply with th e terms o f th eir franch ises 
and directed “th e city atto rney and 
ex -o fficio co u nselo r o f th e city o f Se­ 
dalia to institu te pro per pro ceedings 
in th e pro per co u rts fo r th e pu rpo se 
o f fo rfeiting th e franch ises o f said 
co mpanies.” 
Th e co mpanies named in th e reso lu ­ 
tio ns were as fo llo ws: 
Th e Sedalia 
Gas and Fu el co mpany ; th e Sedalia 
W ater and Ligh t co mpany ’s electric 
ligh ting franch ise; th e Sedalia Elec­ 
tric Ligh t and Po wer co mpany ; th e 
Sedalia Transit co mpany . 
A reso lu tio n wab u nanimo u sly pass­ 
ed directing th e Sedalia street co m­ 
missio ner to remo v e th e rails o f th e 
Transit co mpany o n Main street and 
lim in e av enu e, as was also a reso lu ­ 
tio n declaring it to be necessary to 
bring to th e establish ed grade fh ai 
po rtio n o f Main street no w' o ccupied 
by th e tracks o f th e railway co mpany 
and to pav e said po rtio n o f th e street 
with v itrified brick upo n a co ncrete 
base. 
Alderman Ho dges o ffered a reso lu ­ 
tio n pro v iding th at legal pro ceedings 
be co mmenced to secu re th e fo rfeitu re 
o f th e franch ise o f th e Sedalia W ater 
and Ligh t co mpany , and directing th e 
city clerk to at o nce adv ertise fo r 
sale a franch ise to fu rnish th e ci tv 
with water. 
Th e reso lu tio n did no t 
meet with a seco nd, and, o n mo tio n o f 
Alderman Meu sch ke, th e reso lu tio n 
was laid o n th e table, by a v o te o f six 
ay es, Alderman Ho dges v o ting in th e 
negativ e. 
Alderman Ho dges th en made a mo ­ 
tio n th at th e city clerk no tify 
th e 
waterwo rks co mpany th at th e co u n­ 
cil was no w ready to inspect 
th e 
new wells and th e pu mping mach inerv 
w'h ich th e co mpany h ad pro mised to 
h av e installed by September 1, 1905. 
Th e mo tio n did no t meet with a sec­ 
o nd. 
Th e fo llo wing regu lar bu siness was 
transacted in th e first part o f th e ses­ 
sio n: 
An o rdinance was ado pted pro v id­ 
ing fo r th e pav ing with v itrified brick, 
o n a co ncrete fo u ndatio n, o f Six lh 
street, between Grand and Park av ­ 
enu es. 
A co mmu nicatio n 
fro m th e 
park 
bo ard was read, in wh ich is was rec­ 
o mmended th at th e grand-stands 
at 
Liberty |>ark be rebu ilt. 
Majo r Wil­ 
liam Beck, o f th e park bo ard, and Dr. 
W. J. Fergu so n, president o f th e Gen­ 
tlemen’s Driv ing Club, addressed th e 
co u ncil in fav o r o f h av ing new grand­ 
stands bu ilt, and bo th o f th em su g­ 
gested th at th e grand-stands be erect­ 
ed o n th e so u th side o f th e track. Dr. 
Fergu so n stated th at If th e co u ncil 
wo uld erect new grand-stands and lo ­ 
cate th em o u tside o f th e track th e 
Driv ing clu b w'o uld bear th e ex pense 
o f bu ilding th e baseball gro u nd’s fence 
o n th e o u tside o f th e race track. 
May o r Babco ck adv o cated th e bu ild­ 
ing o f new grand-stands, bu t su ggest­ 
ed th at th ey co u ld no t pro bably be 
bu ilt befo re nex t spring. On mo tio n o f 
Alderman Ho dges, th e co mmu nicatio n 
was referred to th e co mmittee

pu blic bu ildings, with po wer to act.

Find 460-Carat Diamond. 


A naouncenient has been m ade that 
another large diamond has been found 
in South Africa, and the nems is es­ 
pecially striking because it comes so 
soon after a recent intim ation by Sir 
W illiam Crookes at Kim berly th at 
other port ions of the great Ciillnan 
diamond ’v^ere 
likely 
to be found, 
w rites a lx)ndon correspondent. 
The Cullinan 
diamond, 
weighing 
3,025% carats, or 1.37 pound avoirdu­ 
pois, is the largest in the world, while 
the diam ond whose discovery is now 
announced is said to be practically 
flawless, and weighs 
4 6 0 carats, or 
nearly four tim es the weight of the 
fam ous Kohinoor after its second cut­ 
ting. 
No details of the find are so 
far forthcom ing. 
In his lecture at Kim berly Sir W il­ 
liam Crookes, speaking of the Culli- 
nan diamond, which was discovered 
in .Tanuary last, said: 
“It is a frag­ 
ment, probably less than half of a 
distorted 
octahedral 
crystal. 
The 
other portions still aw ait discovery 
by some fortunate m iner. 
Through 
this unequaled stone I passed a beam 
of polarized light in various direc­ 
tions, and could see colors in all cases, 
the brightest 
appearing 
when the 
light passed along the greatest diam e­ 
ter—about four inches.” 
Sir W illiam also m ade the inter­ 
esting statem .ent th at m ore diam onds 
are found in fragm ents and splinters 
than in perfect crystals.

dinner. 
It is the work of the student 
board of rep’-esentatives and was later 
ratified by the four classes. 
For the last four years it has been 
the custom at the big New York uni­ 
versity for the sophom ores to spend 
the entire 
opening 
day or the day 
after capturing the innocent freshm en 
as they entered or left the cam pus. 
The famous egg 
fight of 1900 had 
aroused the authorities, 
and 
each 
class w'as pledged not to allow any 
scrapping on the college grounds. In 
order to carry out this prom ise three 
or four sophom ores w ere deputed to 
catch one freshm an. 
W hen a sufficiently large num ber 
had been corralled they w ere taken to 
some concert hall and forced to fur­ 
nish entertainm ent for the older stu­ 
dents. 
This plan worked out very well, 
and succeeded in preventing fights on 
the campus. 
But the Kingdon Gould 
incident provoked the authorities to 
put an end to it on the ground th at it 
was cow’ardly for three or four men 
to tackle a single freshm an. 
Accord­ 
ingly the student board concocted the 
following statute: 
“T hat on the third Friday after the 
opening of college in Septem ber there 
shall he held a rope rush. 
The class 
roll shall be called before the contest 
starts, and the freshm en tied m ust 
go to the sophom ore sm oker on the 
( vening of the contest.” 
The main objections now urged are 
That the freshm en cannor be forced 
to take part in the rope rush, th at the 
« late of the sm oker is no longer a se­ 
cret and that only the w eakest fresh­ 
men and those least representative of 
the class are likely to be tied and 
made captives. 
No decision 
was 
reached by the 
m eeting of ’08 men, but it 
was inti­ 
m ated by some of them th at the in­ 
coming class is likely to be surprised 
in spite of the new’^ rules.

A BRAVE FEMALE. 


She Climbed a Meuntain At the 
Dead of Night. 


FEAT WAS A DIFFICULT ONE. 


The Truly Devoted Wife Found That 
Her Stricken Husband Had 
Breathed His LasL 


New York, September 27.—A dis­ 
patch from Lake Placid says: 
Out of the Adirondacks have come 
many thrilling tales, but for feminine 
bravery and devotion to a stricken 
husband none surpass the story of 
Mrs. Chas. Futon’s night climb up 
White Face 
mountain, 
one of the 
highest peaks in New York state. 
The ascent of White Face is a dif­ 
ficult matter even* for a strong man 
accompanied by a guide in daylight, 
and never before has a woman maoe 
the climb alone after dark. It was all 
in vain, also, for Mrs. Fenton reached 
her husband only to find him dead. 
Charles Fenton, the husband, was 
a wealthy retired hotel keeper, who 
lived in the town of Number Four. 
He was 76 years old. 
Mr. and Mrs. 
Fenton last Saturday decided to make 
the ascent of 
White 
Face. 
They 
started up the trail about 8 o’clock in 
the morning, and were approaching 
the summit when the exertion and al­ 
titude proved too much for the elderly 
husband, and be collapsed. 
After all efforts to revive her hus­ 


band proved unavailing, Mrs. Fenton 
started down the trail as fast as she 
could. She knew that a launch from 
White Face Inn was to meet them at 
6 o’clock. 
Bruised and bleeding, she 
arrived at the launch landing. 
After ordering the launch operator 
to summon a physician and other as­ 
sistance the young woman 
started 
back up the trail to her stricken hus­ 
band. 
At last she reached the spot 
w’here her husband lay. 
There was 
no indication that he had stirred since 
she had left him and she could detect 
no heart beats. She began to realize 
that he was past human aid. 
Her 
fears were confirmed when Dr. War­ 
ren and a party of volunteeers arrived 
from Lake Placid. 
Dr. Warren said 
heart disease had been the cause of 
Mr. Fenton’s death. 
Mrs. Fenton was almost prostrated 
by grief and her exertion. The physi­ 
cian had to turn his attention to her. 
Restoratives were given her, and she 
was assisted back to White Face Inn, 
which she reached about midnight. 
Her husband’s body was carried down 
the trail today, and was shipped to 
his late home for Durial.

Clev er, Indeed. 


CATCH ALL KINDS OF PEOPLE 


Numerous Dodges to Impose On the 
Public— Few of the Va^ants 
Are In Need of Money. 


Begging as a fine art has attracted 
a large following in the Greater Chy, 


60 much so that efforts to repress it 
on the part of the poli e are wholly 
unavailing, 
although 
in Manhattan 
alone an average 
of 30 arrests are 
made each week, says the Brooklyn 
Uniom Of course it is only the clum­ 
sy and inartistic beggar who gets 
caught. 
The ones who 
makes the 
greatest profit and who are by far the 
greater in number usually manage to 
elude the police, although they are 
sometimes trapped with the aid of 
agents from the Charity Organization 
society, w’hich Is a general clearing 
house for the detection of impostors 
as well as the distribution of informa­ 
tion for the organized charities of the 
metropolis. 
One succesful Brooklyn beggar had 
somewhere picked up a secondhand G. 
A. R. uniform, well decorated with 
medals. He was a tall martial-looking 
chap with a mass of white hair, mus­ 
tache and goatee, and a nose which 
must have cost him to color a large 
share of the alms he received. 
He 
hobbled about Fulton street with the 
tale that he belonged in the Soldiers’ 
Home at Dayton, Ohio. He had been 
on a spree while on a furlough visit­ 
ing relatives and was short a couple 
of dollars of the sum needed to buy 
a railroad ticket. He did an excellent 
business until he made the drunken 
blunder of going over the same route 
before the people had time to forget 
him. 
He was run out of Brooklyn, 
but is very likely no nearer the Sold­ 
iers’ Home than before, though tell­ 
ing the same sad story. 
A very artistic mendicant used to 
hang out on the stairway of the “L” 
station at Flatbush avenue and Fulton 
streets last winter to “milk” the thea­ 
ter crowds. 
He had one leg doubled 
under him, a beautiful simulated de­ 
formity of the arm and some nice 
painted scars. When a staid married 
couple walked 
along 
he held his 
breath, but the moment a young fe low 
w ith his best girl appeared, the beggar 
would begin to moan in a most heart- 
rendering way. Well did he know that 
no young man wishes to appear ungen­ 
erous in the eyes of his girl. 
At the Central office of the Charity 
Organization society 
in Manhattan, 
where the records of some of the most 
notorious 
professional 
beggars are 
kept, there is a sort of museum of 
placards, which have been appropriat­ 
ed w'hen arrests have been made. 
The goggles with which the blind im­ 
poster helped to deceive his victims, 
the rosaries that the apparently crip­ 
pled beggar held up imploringly to 
the passer-by; the crutches that w^ere 
used by other fakers; the tin cups 
into which many coins had been drop­ 
ped by charitably disposed pedestri­ 
ans; all these specimens are on ex­ 
hibition. The signs of tin with large 
white letters on them, catching the 
eye a square aw’ay, are some of them 
most ingeniously gotten up. Some of

This very polite appeal was the re­ 
sult of the fertile brain of the beggar 
himself: “Ladies 
and Gentlemen— 
Please patronize the blind, If you want 
to know how I got blind. 
I fell in 
a 
cellar and this is how I got blind. 
I 
have a wife and children. 
I pay my 
rent for rooms and am a citizen of 
the United States.” 
The story in a 
nutshell. 
To appeal to the German 
citizen h ehad shortened the story 
and had it printed in German. 
One old fellow^ w’ho was a profes­ 
sional gambler in his younger days, 
has developed into a most artistic beg­ 
gar in his later years. 
He is 6 feet 
tall and wears a silk hat, and rather 
imitates Uncle Sam in the cut of his 
beard. He has a most suspicious nose, 
so very suspicious, in fact, that many 
of the artists in Manhattan have had 
him pose for them as “The Inebriate.” 
He sits himself down on the curb, 
looks up and down the street most 
carefully, then 
digs 
from out his 
pocket a few shoe laces. Then he has 
a small board with ilttle pools on it. 
When a passer-by gives him a nickel 
he juggles it into the nickel pool. 
When he is fortunate enough to get 
another victim to the extent of five 
cents more he jusrgles both nickels 
into 
the 
dime 
pool. 
When 
he 
accumulates 
five coppers 
he 
jug­ 
gles them into the nickel pool.

this mode of procedure attracts 
tention and then his sign is noticed, 
which reads not so elegantly as the 
preceding one, perhaps, hut most ap­ 
pealing:

Education is the only means by which 
they can be made safe, healthful, law 
abiding and self supporting men and 
w'omen.

They will surely be con­ 
fiscated by any railroad that can get 
its clutches on the same.

sible that heads of many manufactur- 
ing corporations cannot understand 
why they are unable to get coal deai 
ers to attend to next y ear’s supply .

o f coal in the 
country during 19 04 was 351,19 6,9 53 
tons at a total value of $445,643,528 , 
at an average price of $1.27, as com­ 
pared to $1.41 in 19 03 and $1.22 in 
19 02.
